On the bauks of the Tigria and the 


Euphrates the liuorlc« plant is cniellj 
erown. Theso «reat rivers II >w Ibrough 
flu., treeless prairicn of uucnltivatod 
mJ nt>arly uninhabile I iind. For thrue 
months of tne year hut winds blow, 
Bad the ten perauuti reaches 104 de- 
grees. Komi i mouths of the ye>x the 
climate is moderate and salubrious, 
wid for three months bleak and wiutrj, 
tie theiiuonuUr going down to thirty 
d^^rees at niglil. • 


The licorice plant is a small shrub, 


with light foliage, growing to about 
three ftet in height, ulicre its rojts can 
reach thu water. 
It |;ro-va wiihout any 


cullivatijii. No l:«ids aro kMted for 
thepurpoao, anil uo objection is mudc 
to its being cultivated. It i;ro*s on 
red-earth suil and nlao on light, almost 
«audy, wlere tho wood is Lest, pro- 
vided it hw p onty of vrator and tho 
ground is not moro thun 50 yurds from 
the actual liver ur stream. 


The wood, onco btiug dug up, grown 


belter afterward. Thu time of collect- 
ing is gentrallv duriug ttic wiuler, but 
it is possible all tbo year round. Tho 
root when dug is full <>f water, and 
must bo allowed to tiry, a process 
which Utke« the bast part of a year. It 
is then sawed or cut into small pieces 
from six inches to a foot long.
